WHAT HAS SCOUTING DONE TO ME?

As most of you are aware, scouting 
mainly moulds our character. In my case, 
the training I received imbibed in me loyal- 
ty, friendliness and helpfulness, even if such 
feelings were not to be reciprocated by 
others. While under training, I was even 
trusted with the Troop’s money. I auto- 
matically had to become careful, methodi- 
cal and he worthy of the trust put on me. 
Trustworthiness along with other qualities 
have since then, become second nature to 
me.

What’s more, the proficiency badges 
spurred me on to feel myself as much at 
ease cutdoors as Indoors. To be alert to 
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the lore of the wood and to enjoy a happy 
fellowship of outdoor life, which so many 
of us lack, nowadays. 


In case of an emergency like a fire in the 
neighbourhood or a bloody accident on the 
road, what {s more important, than lend- 
a helpful hand instead of panicking? Pro- 
ficiency Badges which I have to do for my 
President’s.Scout Badge viz.. Ambulance- 
man, Public Healthman, ian: Pioneer 
and Tracker may some — find their appli- 
cation in life. 


Thus scouting helpes me as it does to. 
others, to face life with the charteristic 
courage and perscrvance of a scout ; to try 
and be a good citizen and be beneficial, in 
my small individual way, to my country. 
Let us all hope, that we also have the com- 
forting feeling of having done our best to 
make life for others and ourselves happier, 
brighter and a little more bearable. 


I'am sure everyone will agree with me 
when I say that all these we can do and 
also get if we only do our duty to God - 
which is the first duty of every scout. For- 
get not, therefore, duty to God - duty to 
country and your help to others. [| wish 
all the readers a very good scouting. 


D. RAMAIYA AS A SCOUT 


A Sketch by Dr. K. N. V. SASTRI 


D. Ramaiya passed away on 25 January 1967 


I saw him, from a distance, in 1911 when 
he was on the eve of his taking the first 
degree from Maharaja’s College in‘Mysore. 
I say ‘from a distance’, 
considered to be the best-dressed boy, fond 
of sports and debate and drama and ab- 
solutely well-behaved. Thomas Denham 
who was the Principal used to go to 
Ramaiya for funds to meet the expenses of 
He was 
tal}, slim and amiable and very popular. 


several activities in the College. 


I met him in 1921 in connection with my 
‘own-First-Mysore-Scout Troop. He honour 
ed me with a visit and a yarn a few days 
later. Since then we became Brother Scouts 
living up to the Scout Promise and the 
Scout Law. | 
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because he was 


By June 1922 we organised a Scoutmasters 
Association. At first we held the Association 
meetings in Marimallappa’s High School, 
the cost of tea being met by subscriptions. 
We moved into our own room inthe Town 
Hall next year, thanks to the efforts of D. 
Ramaiya with the Municipal President. 


Between 1922 and 1925 it was very difficult 
to get a graduate to become a Scoutmas- 
ter. We worked only with clerks, drill 
Instructors, drawing masters and primary 
school teachers. Rover Scouting was 
distant. 


The graduates came in as soon as we 
succeeded in making the, Vice-Chancellor 
Dr. B. N. Seal, the Principal Sri N. S. 
Subba Rao, the Deputy Commissioner Sri 
A. V. Ramanathan and a few non-officials 
like Rao Bahadur M. Ramaswamy and Sri 
S. Krishnaswami Rao don the Scout uni- 


form correctly and publicly in scout rallies 


and at scout functions. 


It is to the cverlasting glory of D. 


Ramaiya that he persuaded H. H. the 


Yuvaraja also wearing the scout uniform 
and making his son (the present Maharaja) 
not only to put on cub uniform but also to 
hold the rank of Chief Cub: In these the 
Maharaja was a dissenter, 


With D. Ramaiya’s help and influence 
with H. H. The Chief Scout, money flowed 
in rivers for a Yuvaraja’s fund for State 
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Rallies, for organising our own annual 


weeks, for instituting shields and medals, 


‘etc. and for expanding the movement with- 
in Mysore District (which then included 
Mandya District) itself. It was a triumph 
for the Golden Age of—D. Ramaiya. 


The history of scouting in Mysore Dis- 
‘trict from 1925 has many phases. Thanks to 
Mr. C. Subba Rao who was the Organising 
Scout Commissioner for many years, scout- 
ing took deep roots and shot forth several 
branches in this district and became a 
ammodel for other districts. Byadarahalli 
was reared for a Training Camp and pro- 
vided with a well, a kitchen and a bunga- 
low at the top of the hill. The temple and 
the huge grove in front of it was Assembly 
Hall. This was entirely the handiwork of 
Sri A. V. Ramanathan as the Chairman 
of Mysore District Scout Council, but we 
three-Subba Rao, Ramiya and me- 
worked hard to put his plan through. We 
would go on bicycles once a month along 
the railway track from Mysore to that vil- 
lage (which had not yet been given the 
station), stay in the temple overnight and 
return the next day before it was 9 A.M. 
(to attend to our official duties) ; and we 
‘did this for nearly six months without the 
world knowing about it. 
was Traffic Manager consulted us before 
locating the new station at the village, and 
he permitted us to put up.a small notice on 
wooden board to say ‘‘Alight here for the 
‘State Central Training Camp for Scouts. 
When Doddaballapur was selected later, 
this board was of course removed. 


Ramaiya’s interest in the young boys of 
Ursu community deserves to be written in 
letters of gold. When Sri H. Nanjundaraj 
Urs and Sri T. Thumboo Chetty fell out 
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A. A. Khan who. 


in 1927'on the Ursu School affairs and the 
future of the Ursu Community was in jeo- 
pardy Ramaiya stood firmly on the side of 
the boys and saved the institution while 
incurring Mr. Chetty’s displeasure. Again, 
when the same school required funds for 
expansion he appealed to the Ursu _gentle- 
men and the old boys and supplied the 
Committee with adequate resources. These 
two among a hundred of his services to the 
community are but illustrations generally 
of his devotion to the education and suit- 
able employment of the Ursu boys under 
his care; at the same time they indicate 
the great and noble spirit of ‘Service and 
sacrifice’ which every true Scout must 
possess. But this created enemies within 
the Palace; Mr. Chetty listened to the 
stories. But Ramaiya refused to yield. 
His Scout spirit and character now in his 
blood made him face all those enemies and 
every selfish person in the Palace Service 


including his Huzur Secretary. 


Ramaiya was a scout par excellence. 
From a Scoutmaster of 10th Mysore Troop 
he rose to be a Commissioner for the Dist. 


.of Mysore and became a member of the 


Headquarters Executive Committee from 
1930. Hespent many years as Secretary 
of Mysore District Scout Council and'made 
Scouting very popular in the District. 
Ramaiya and I went to Ceylon in 1925 - 
for our Wood Badge. When I was in 
England he enabled me to get the Boy 
Scouts of Mysore affiliated to the Imperial 
Headquarters in 1929. 


When he died I said ‘ Well my Ideal of a 
Scout has gone!’ Although the ironies of. 
life separated us physically in 1947 we 


were in frequent contact with each other 
by post. His career in the Palace Service 
ended rather tragically like that of cardi- 
nal Wolsey, but none even among friends 
and associates like me saw or heard one 
note of bitterness against his betrayers. 
The Scout movement has lost its greatest 
doyon by his passing away.

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GROUP REGISTRATIONS 


1. All Groups must be registered at the 
State Headquarters and are recognised as 
Units of the Bharat Scouts & Guides only 
if so registered. Members of unregistered 
Groups are not entitled to wear badges or 
in any way to represent themselves as 
members of the Bharat Scouts and Guides. 
Rule 202 of A,P.R.O. 


2. Application for Registration of a 
Group is to be made by the prospective 
Scouter in-charge, immediately its first 
sub-unit is formed, to the Local Associa- 
tion Secretary, who will inform the 
District Commissioner concerned where 
there is no Local Association. Rule 206. 


3. i) When both the Local Association 
and District Commissioner concerned are 
Satisfied, recommendation is sent to State 
Headquarters in triplicate on a form to be 
detained from the L.A/D.A.—which must 
be signed by L.A. Secretary and by District 
Commissioner. In case of sponsored 
Groups the Forms must also be signed by 
the sponsoring authority. 


(Specimen forms are supplied to the 
Secretaries of District Associations-Conies 
of them may be got printed at D.A/L.A 
levels), 


li) Forms are sent to State Headquar- 


ters through the Asst. State Commissioner. 
} Rule 208. 


4. On completion of registration a 
charter is issued by the State Headquarters 
to the person in-charge of the Group 
through proper channel. One copy of the 
Registration form is retained by the State 
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Headquarters and others are sent as_ direc- 
ted by the State Secretary. Rule 207. 


5. i) Registration is only effective until 
the 31st March next. If not renewed the 
Group ceases to be recognised with effect 
as in Rule 213 (2). 


li) Ifa Group does not renew its 
Registration and pay the renewal fees 
including the quota money (Individual 
Registration Fee) in full (Rule 211) before 
the 15th of October or earlier each year 
according to the Bye-Laws made by the 
State Executive Committee in that regard, 
the registration of the Group shall be 
treated as cancelled; and the Group shall 
cease to be registered with effect as in 
Rule 202.

i) Group Registration Fee: Rs. 2/- 
per annum. Out of this collection, the Local 
Association will retain 50 paise, the District 
50 paise and the remaining rupee will have 
to be sent to State Headquarters along 
with the application for registration. 


The renewal Fee is Re. 1/- per annum. 
The share of L.A. and D.A. is 25 ps. each 
and 50 ps, to be sent to State Headquarters. 


ii) Individual Registration Fee (Quota 
Money). 


A sum of 0-26 ps. is collected from 
every Scout/Guide annually out of which 
0-5 ps. goes to L.A., 5 ps. to District 
Association, 6 ps. to State Headquarters 
and 10 Ps. to National Headquarters. 


Each Scouter/Guider and Commissioners 
of all ranks will have to pay 40 Ps annually. 
Out of which the L.A. will retain 5 ps, 
the D.A. Sps. State Headquarters 5 ps. 
and the remaining 25 ps, sent to National 
Headquarters. 


Special Note: 


The Secretaries at various levels and 
Commissioners of all ranks are requested 
to take personal interest in such a vital 
matter as Group Registration and see that 
all the Units from their area are registered 
at the State Headquarters immediately.

Scouts Association with the boys Scouts of 
Mysore and later as the Bharat Scouts & 
Guides. It was during his term as the Hon. 
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Secretary & Treasurer, this Association 
celebrated its Golden Jubilee in the year 
1959, which was a grand success. He was 
out and out for building / moulding the 
character of the youth. His devotion to 
work for the cause of the youth was of 
great importance and though he has left 
us physically he continues to live in the 
heart of his associates in the Scout / Guide 
movement for whom. he is an everlasting 
source of inspiration. 


His passing away has taken away from 
usa person-a good Scout - who always 
lived up to the scout promise and the law 
everyday of his life and one who sacrificed 
his life for the cause of the youth. 

His meritorious work in the field of 
education has also gained him the recogni- 
tion of the Government of Mysore which 
honoured him with the STATE AWARD 
as a DISTINGUISHED EDUCATIONIST 
in the year 19962. 


We owe a deep debt of gratitude to him 
and it is entirely due to his untiring efforts 
guidance and earnestness in building / 
moulding the character of the youth, the 
Bangalore South District Asssciation is one 
of the leading Associations of the Bharat 
Scouts & Guides, Mysore State.
